FRAGMENT OF TALK 


This correspondent has learned 
from reliable sources of a frag- 
ment of the discussion that re- 
cently took place in Peiping be- 
tween the Chinese Communist 
chief and Edward Ochab, first 
of the Polish United 
Workers (Communist) Party. 

According to sources here, Mao 
told Ochab the Poles should go 
ahead in their efforts to obtain 
internal independence and de- 
velop their own Socialist system 
as the Yugoslavs have done. 

The timing of the Ochab-Mao 
conversations was especially sig- 
nificant. They were held during 
the recent Yalta conference of 
Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia with 
Nikit S, Khrushchev and other So- 
viet leaders.

A promise was given by the 
Russians in the Moscow declara- 
tion signed by Tito and Khrusch- 
chev last June. This acknowl- 
edged different roads of Socialist 
development in different coun- 
tries.“ 

During Khrushchev’s recent 
Stay in Belgrade he spoke openly 
at a dinner given for him by 
Tito of the dangers to world com- 
munism as the Russians saw 
them and referred directly to evi- 
dence of unrest in Hunagry and 
Poland. 

Tito, in a toast, pointedly re- 
iterated the views he forced the 
Russians to concede in Moscow 
last summer. According to infor- 
mation available here, Tito did 
not budge from these views in 
the Yalta conference that fol- 
lowed.

Red Bullets 
Foil Flight 
To Freedom 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, Oct. 15 
(UP)—Secret police posing as 
passengers thwarted an ‘anti-Com- 
munist attempt to seize a Hun- 
garian airliner and fly to freedom 
today in a mid-air gun battle. 
One of the four anti-Red plotters 
was killed and two were wounded. 
. The attempt to wrest control of 
the plane from the crew and fly 
it to West Germany failed because 
the secret police had uncovered 
the plan with the arrest of an- 
other of the plotters before the 
airliner took off. 

Last July 13, seven anti-Red 
Hungarian students seized a plane 
and flew to a West German air- 
field after-a fight which injured 
all 19 persons aboard. But today 
two secret police officers hidden 
among the passengers opened fire 
on the plotters: before they could 
overpower the crew. 

An official announcement said 
the anti-Communists boarded the 
regular Budapest Szombathely- 
Zalaegerszeg airliner this morn- 
ing as passengers. Shortly after 
takeoff, as the plane flew close 
to the Austrian border, the four 
rebels pulled out submachine guns 


and pistols to overpower the crew. 


But two secret police aboard 
were ready for the move and shot 
faster, the announcement said. 

One of the anti-Communists was 
killed, the announcement said, 
and the others were overpowered 
after two were seriously wounded.

JERUSALEM, Oct. 15 Pre- 
mier David Ben-Gurion said to- 


day Israel is not eager for battle 
with the Arabs, but “if we are 


our strength to the end—and that 
means until victory.” He called 
anew for arms from the United 
States. 

Ben-Gurion’s broad warning 
came amid rising tension over the 
plans of Iraq to move troops into 
neighboring Jordan, which faces a 
general election Sunday with its 
people in ferment over powerful 
military raids by the Israelis. 

Even as the 70-year-old Israeli 
leader delivered a major policy 
speech before the Knesset (Parlia- 
ment), Jordan called on the U.N. 
Security Council in New York for 
quick action to end what it called 
‘actual aggressions” by Israel 
and a most serious border situa- 
tion. The Israelis contend the 
raids are retaliations for Jordan- 
ian killings on Israeli soil.

But nobody who works in downtown Atlanta can show up late 
at the office with the excuse that he didn’t know the time.

Atlantans’ favorite is probably the minute-flashing electric 
clock atop the Belle Isle Building, the one advertising That Soft 
Drink. Since 1948 its 27-inch numerals—illuminated against a 33- 
foot circle by 1,990 lamps and half a mile of neon tubing—have 
helped pedestrians, motorists and Peachtree run transit riders 
keep track of the time. 

Banks in the downtown area are partial to outside clocks. 
Along Marietta you'll find modern ones, alternating time and 
temperatures, and an antique chime clock with the 16-note melody 
made famous by London’s Big Ben. A few blocks away is the de- 
partment, store clock that’s a favorite meeting place for sweet- 
hearts and for women shoppers. 

On side streets are smaller clocks, some behind windows, 
some exposed to the elements. Many have yellowed faces; you 
can almost hear a rheumatic creak as ancient hands move their 
rusty positions.

‘Charming’ Warts Away Is 
Old Stuff to Country Boys 


Our men of medical science are gradually catching up with back- 
woods medicine and barnyard science. 

Encouraging evidence of this progress was contained in the re- 
cent speech of Dr. Roy Kile to the American Medical Assn. in which 
he said that the power to cure by suggestion is as dramatically 
presented with warts as with any disease we know.“ 


What the doctor was trying to 
Say was that warts can be 
charmed away. Any farm boy 
worth a gourd full of stump water 
could have told him that years 
ago. 

Doctors have suspected for some 
time that medicine was a poor way 
to get rid of warts. 

Writing in Current Therapy for 
1951, Dr. Stephan Epstein declared 
that the best treatment for warts 
on children was psychotherapy 
(big word for power of suggestion, 
or charming them off). 

Said Dr. Epstein: 

The warts are painted with a 1 
per cent alcoholic solution of gen- 
tian violet, which is called the 
electronic war fluid,” in front of 
the child. The old spark gap dia- 
thermy machine is used to make 
such noise as the wide apart spark 
gaps will provide. Naturally, the 
electrode is not connected to the 
machine, but it is made to appear 
as if it were. The child is assured 
that the warts will probably be 
gone in three to four weeks. Only 
in few cases is a second treatment 


necessary. 

That's all right if you happen to 
have a diathermy machine and a 
stock of gentian violet on hand, 


held in stump water at night until 
a hoot owl calls. 

The genuine cure, and one re- 
spected by any man who grew up 
outside the benighting confines of 
a city, consists of taking a hair 
from the tail of a horse, soaking it 
in stump water and tying it around 
the wart. Before the hair rots, the 
wart will dry up and drop off. 

Only the cynical will suggest that 
the hair, contracting as it dries, 
cuts off the circulation of blood 
from the wart,

In Fight for Senate 


WASHINGTON—If you think the presidential 
election is running close, you ought to take a 
second look at the political battle for control of 


the next United States Senate. That is what this column will attempt 
to do. This appraisal is based on the off-the-record views of the top 
professionals on both sides plus the pooled information of a number 
of traveling reporters together with visits to several of the states where 
touch-and-go contests are in progress. 


Thirty-six Senate seats are at 
stake. 


Of these 36 there are 13 in tra- 
ditionally Democratic Southern 
and border states — Alabama, Ari- 
zona, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Missouri, North Caro- 
lina, Oklahoma, South Carolina 
(2), Texas and West Virginia. 
There probably will be no changes 
here. 

There are 12 probably safe Re- 
publican seats — California, Idaho, 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
New Hampshire, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Utah, Vermont, 
Wisconsin — and there will likely 
be no changes here. 

This means that the fight to con- 
trol the next Senate is centered in 
11 doubtful contests in the follow- 
ing 10 states: 

Currently Democratic: Kentucky 
(2), Nevada, New York, Oregon, 
Washington. 

Currently Republican: Colorado, 
Connecticut, Maryland, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania. 

Within the range of these con- 
tests the outlook is as follows: 

The Senate is now divided be- 
tween 49 Democrats and 47 Re- 
publicans and there will be no 
sweep either way. 

It is not at all improbable that 
the Democrats will hold or in- 
crease their majority slightly even 
if President Eisenhower wins quite 
handsomely. 

It is possible for the Republicans 
to win control of the Senate be- 
cause all they have to do is to 
make a net gain of one seat. This 
would split the Senate 48 to 48,

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Governor Would Help Decide 


Amendment’s Influence Area 


„This is the second in a series explaining the effects of pro- 
posed state-wide amendments which will be on the Nov. 6 ballot. 

The second amendment would change the method of approv- 
ing constitutional amendments. 

Principle feature of the new proposal is that it would allow a 
committee composed of the governor, the attorney general and 
the secretary of state to decide the extent of influence of a pro- 
posed amendment. 

If the committee concluded that the amendment is of state- 
wide effect, then the proposal would have to receive a majority of 
votes in a state-wide election. That is the system followed now. 

However, if they decided that the amendment would affect 
only certain sections of the state, they would be required to name 
those sections. Voting on the amendment would be limited to those 
political subdivisions, and each subdivision would have to give 
majority approval to the plan.

“Unless we get back to the 
fundamental principles on which 
this country was founded, we 
will wake up one morning and 
instead of the land of the free 
and of the brave we will find we 
are the land of the timid and of 
the regulated.“ 

Talmadge told the Atlanta Ro- 
tary Club that most of the con- 
centration of power in Washing- 
ton in recent years has been by 
judicial decree.”’ 

He said that the Supreme Court, 
in the 1954 decision outlawing 
public school segregation, set 
itself up as a super-duper, glori- 
fied board of education.“ 

“Many good people thought 
the decision affected only the 
South,” Talmadge said. They 
said that maybe we had mis- 
treated the colored people and 
that we got what we deserved.” 

He said that other decisions 
which followed showed that states 
throughout the country would 
feel the impact of the court's 
“judicial tyranny.“ He pointed 
out that the court ruled that New 
York could not fire a teacher 
who invoked the Fifth Amend- 
ment in refusing to say whether 
he was a Communist.

In later years he retired and 
wrote several books, before be- 
coming deaf and blind, and too 
feeble to move about without as- 
sistance. With a scarf knotted 
around his neck, even in the 
warmest weather, and that pulled 
down on his coat collar, he would 
appear to sell his literature. 
PROMOTED COLONIES 

In his early years, he was var- 
iously a cowboy, farmer, book- 
seller, cotton picker, newspaper- 
man, teacher, lawyer and unsuc- 
cessful promoter of a plan to set- 
tle an American agrarian colony 
in South America. 

The elderly statesman, who 
never passed the opportunity to 
talk at gatherings, had a nimble 
tongue for picturesque phrasing. 

His reputation also attracted 
colorful names to him. He was 
known as “Alfalfa Bill’’ to early 
day settlers because he raised the 
first alfalfa crop in the Cherokee 
Indian nation and spoke at a farm 
meeting on its virtues. 

Murray was born during a 
storm on a farm near Collins-
